I have secured permission from the Board of Library Commissioners of 
the Los Angeles Public Library to send to nzenar "“diseards" from 
our system- Because of the fact that, due to reduetion in library sup- 
port we have had to ese 4 branches in the present fisesl year, we 
have exceptionally good disoards. 


Of course, it will be necessary for un library room te be provided with 
shelving and a person who has had library training, or, at least worked 
as a Glerk to take charge of the books. Miss Mabel . Gillis, State 
Librarian, is the best person te formulate a plan of service for all the 
Japanese reception oenters in Galifernia. Menganar should come under 
the supervision of the County librarien of Imye County; Wiss Anne Mar- 
grave and Miss Gillis have been conferring on the matter, I know. 


L should suggest you presenting your plan to Mise Gillie and asking 
that she apply for gifts to the libraries of Galifornia. I have about 
a thous: Ghildren's books which we could send at onee.
